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From Our Oun Correspondent,
New Yorx, Oct. 3, 1870,
Louls Moreaun Getischalk,

This morning the obsequles of Louls Morean
Gottachalk were observed at 8t Stephen's
Church. The church is situated on Twenty-
eighth street, between Lexington avenue aund
Third avenue. Notwithstanding the bad weather
every seal in the church was ocenpled, and had
the weather heen fine the crowd would have
been excessive. The church ls & handseme and
commodions one, and has the repntation of
being one of the first Roman Catholie charches
in New York. Five hundred invitations only
were issued, but a great number of people
who bore no cards of admisslon were also
allowed to share in the devotion and in the
enjoyment of the music. A great deal
of white choker was visible, ministers from
various denomipations of Protestantism being
present. Among New York Protestant minis:
tere who are fond of music, and who reverence
Giottschalk for belng a musloal genins, thera was
doubtless gome spiritual struggle as to whether
their love for music or their prejudices in favor
of Protestantisin should obtain the upper hahd,
Musle apparently got the best of the struggle;
for, a« I said before, the white choker was
almost ubiguitous. Mr. Berge, who wears long
haig, and bears some slight resemblance to
¥lenry Ward Beecher, played tha organ.
musie, which eonsisted mainly of Cherublini’s
Requiem Mus2, was sung by a donble quartette,
aasisted by Mre, Berze's Choral Ualon. Anadapta-
tonof “The Last Hope,” composed hy Gotts-
chalk, and rearranged by his sizter Clara, was in-
troduced attheoffertory, and when the body was
finally earried out of echurch, Gottschalk's
“Funeral March” wnag performed. I shounld
have said previously, that when the remains
were brought into the church Gottschalk's
“‘Morle” wa= played by Mr. Berge. There is an
interesting memento connected with this plece.
It was Gottsclialk's last composition, and he
was seized with his fatal illness while conduct-
ing the performance of the piece at a concert in
Rio Janeiro. When, doring his illness, he for-
warded the manuscript of “Morte” to his New
York publishers, he sent with it o letter, in which
he made uze of the remarkable expression, ‘'l
believe it” (referring to “Morte'") “was wrltten
for my requiem.”

Upon the coflin there were strewed flowers
enough to cover it. 1 was not near enough to
tell what the flowers were, but I presume a
large proporilion of them consisted of orange-
blossoms. There were two exquisite crowns
and a number of bouquets. The two eisters of
Gottechalk, and a gentleman who was pointed
out as a lrother-in-law of Gottschalk, were

among Lthe nearly-related mounrners. The ela-
borate rites of the Romaun Catholic Requiem
Mass were observed, and the air was fragrant

with the breath of censers. The Rey. Edward
J. MeGyun, D. D., officiated. The pall-bearers
were eizht in number. Among them was Mr,
Henry C. Watson, the art critie, who is a very
excellent judge of musie, but whose prejudices,
until they are reformed, will always prevent his
being, in the eyes of conscientious and intelli-
gent lovers of musie, a critic whose justice can
be relied upon. The services began at 10 o'clock
and were over little before 12. They were
solemn, pieturesque, affecting, and a worthy
expression of both religion and musie. The
large and =erious attendanee, too, was the nati-
ral expression of the reverence in which the great
planist is held in this eity.

Doubtless he did
commit &ins, and perhaps crimes, which those
who gave him the reputation he now enjoys
were never tempted to commit. Their sins,
errors, and crimes werg more respectable and
secret, but I am not sure that they were more
pardonable in the sight of the Loving and Impar-
tial Eye before which the drifting outeast whom
religiously jibed at mow stands. If report
speaks truly Jobn Allen died at West Perth, Ful-
ton county, New York, Beptember 16.
